This is, we believe, the first State election 
for many years, in which the Germans are 
7 reucecenited by a Republican candidate of 
their own selection, and in which the Ger- 
man vote is expected to turn the scale.

didates of a high order; the Republicans be- 
cause they fear there is. small chance of 
electing them when nominated, and the 
Democrats because they do not want. first- 
class men, orany men who will not submit 
to be passive tools of the Ring by whom the 
party is controlled.

stand the lesson of the last elections in Eng- 
land, There could not possibly be a plainer 
issue than that which was submitted to the 
people. They were whether they 
would have a based upon Lib- 


eral or Conservative ideas, and they pro-: 


nounced by an overwhelming majority in 
fayor of the former. Lord Derpy became a 
political anomaly.. That he felt the blow 
bitterly no one can doubt. His bodily suf- 
ferings during the last few weeks may have 
been the least part of the sorrows which 
lay in wait for him as the shadows closed in, 
and which went side by side with him to 
the grave. 

There are those who condemned . Lord 
Denrsy as a “ rigid Tory,” but impartial ob- 
servers will not.so pronounce upon his char- 
acter. He helped to pass the first Reform 
bil in 1882, and it was with his sanction that 
the last measure of the kind, conferring all 
but universal ‘suffrage upon the people, was 
carried by his party. When he took officein 
1866 he defined his aim to be “to pursue the 
path of safe and steady progress, strength- 
ening rather than subverting the ‘institu- 
tions of the country, and maintaining a just 
balance between the various parts of the 
constitutional system—a monarchy limited, 
an. aristocracy tempered, a House of Com- 
mons not altogether democratic.” This was 
Lord Dersy’s ideal, and it was not his fault 
if he failed to render it attractive to a gen- 
eration which had. not been reared in his 
school of thonght... The forces. of that 
effacing power which for want of a° better 
word we call “progress,” were beyond his 
control. He has left nothing which.can be 
called a Conservative Party, in the old sense 
of that distinction. His former followers 
are scattered under several banners, and it 
may be questioned whether they will ever 
rally under any one. Lord CaRNarRvon, 
Lord Sauispury and Mr. Disraxii each 
claim the alfegiance of those who are not 
yet afraid to avow themselves Conserva- 
tives, and itis possible that a very limited 
section may be willing to recognize Sir Srar- 
rorp Norrscors or Lord Carns as their 
chiefs. But Mr. Drskaexzr is still, what he 
ever was, indispensable tothe country par- 
ty. It is inconceivable. that they should at- 
tempt to carry on their warfare without the 
man whose genius has twice led them to vic- 
tory and power, and who, although the best 
hated man in England, towers: head:and 
shoulders above all his rivals. Lord Derry 
expressly designated Mr. Drsraxti as his 
successor, and the “man of letters” who 
made himself Prime Minister against all the 
odds of fortune will know how to. prevent 
a reversal of the decree. 

There is one statesman to whom the death 


of Lord DERBY 18 a great misfortune, in his 


public as well as his private hfe. We refer 
to Lord STANLEY, who in succeeding to his 
father’s title and honors must necessarily be 


‘| transferred from the House of Commons to 


the House of Lords—from the Chamber 
where the work of the nation is done to that 
in which it is merely gossiped over... Lord 
Stantey has won: a place in the House of 
Commons which is now irrecoverably lost- 
His fathers frends may mdrk him out as 
the future Conservative leader, but his mind 
is essentially Liberal in its cast, and hé is 
too sagacious a man to dig for himself that 
pit which doctrinaires call “a third party.” 
He will be. heard with respect, but the 
honors of rank which fools covet will be in- 
tolerable to him.. He could not if he would 
standin his fafher’s place. Moreover, his 
fidelity to Mr. Disrarrs has never been 
shaken. It is scarcely necessary to try to 


anticipate the verdict of posterity on Lord 
Srantey’s father. His death withdraws 
‘from English political life a figure which 


onee occupied a large space, but which from 


Judge CLerke, and of ‘those who have not ¢ 








ored him with high office; and secondly, he 


contemn the sacred obligations of the public 
debt until the whole people would be famil- 
iarized with the stigma of repudiation. This, 
we repeat, was their only object, but it was

It was this same World, we remem- 
ber, that invoked Heaven to spare the life 
of Apranam Lincotn when Jounson made 
the unseemly exhibition of himself before a 
crowded Senate hall in March, 1865. Small 
as our admiration is for the present Senator 
from Tennessee, we might repeat the mnvoca- 
tion to spare his life, if we believed for a 
moment that JoHNSON could succeed to the 
place of Browntow in the event of death; 
not that the Republican Party have anything 
to fear from the reappearance of JOHNSON at 
Washington, buat that the State of Tennes- 
see may be saved the reproach of his election 
and the Senate the shame of his presence. 
Bat Jonnson will never come to the Sen- 
ate. He is effectually done for. He made 
his last real fight on Friday. For the rest, 
his political life, in the words of Mr. Manta- 
lini, must be “ one demned struggle.” “And 
if our contemporary were sincere in its al- 
horrence of repudiation, it would find com- 


fort, if not satisfaction, in the belief that 


Jounson’s defeat was in ita causes the same 
as PENDLETON’S. The Ex-President fell by 
the avowed sin of bad faith to the public 
credit.

The Coal Duty and Mr. Morrell’s Apeleo- 
ey for it. 

Mr. D. J. Morrett, M. C., perhaps the 
largest 1ron manufacturer in Pennsylvania, 
has published a letter in opposition to repeal 
of the duty on bituminous coal. His argu- 
ments are disingenuous and easily disposed 
of. He assumes that the agitators for repeal 
seek to remove the protection accorded to 
anthracite, and in that he is right. But when 
he argues upon the basis that the protection 
complained of is the duty of forty cents im- 
posed upon imported anthracite, he mistakes 
the fact and confuses the issue. No. one 
knows better than he that the anthracite of 
his friends is protected by the $1 25 in gold 
per ton levied upon imported bituminous 
coal, The advocates of repeal point to the 
sudden rise in the wholesale price of anthra- 
cite coal as an instance of the effects of pro- 
tection becoming monopoly. How can that 
be, asks the innocent. Congressman, secing 
that the forty cent duty has existed for five 
years and never made trouble before? Which 
is a question involving a double misstate- 
ment, as will be understood when it is re- 
membered that the duty on bituminous, and 
not on anthracite, is complained of, and that 
the price of the latter is not now, nor ever 
was, affected by the forty cent duty in the 
slightest degree. .

Says Mr. Morrett,. “ the duty is but the 
equivalent for the transportation, and duty- 
free coal would not penetrate more than a 
hundred miles from the seaboard.” Both 
these propositions are true. The cost of 
anthracite coal in any locality remote from 
the mines is chiefly made up of the expense 
of transportation. At the pit the coal has 
but a small value, but this value constantly 
increases with the distance of its markets. 
Mr. MorRELL claims, in this connection, that 

the duty has “extended the area of domestic 
production,” which simply means that the 
price of Nova Scotia coal is so enhanced by 
the duty, that American coal can be carried 
without exhausting the whole price, though 
it’ does nearly all, in transportation to those 
markets which would, without the duty, be 
supplied with Nova Scotia coal. In other 
words, the money of the consumer in those 
markets must be spent in transportation 
‘which is utterly useless to him. ‘The class 
legislation which has resulted in this is what 
Mr. MorRexx seeks to perpetuate. The effort 
does him little credit, either as a statesman 
or philanthropist. 


Retrenchment has not been applied to the 
navy, say the. slanderers of General, Grant. 
They allege that under Jonnson the current na- 
val expenses were largely reduced, while under 
GRANT ecohomy was “at once set aside.”

The public interests require the removal 
of General BUTTERFIELD if his connection with 
recent speculations be established; and he, on 
the other hand, 1s entitled to whatever benefit is 
derivable from any explanation or rebutting tes- 
timony which he may afford.
